A comparison - November 191+0 to October 191+0 and November 1939 

November Payments Drop More Than $$00 , 000 

Benefit Payments during November totaled only 0389,5614. to show a 
decrease of $305,077 from the $69i4.,6i+l paid out during October. This con- 
stituted a percentage decrease of U3«92 from October but topped the November 
1939 total by 15.16$. 

Claims Reoeived Drop Nearly 50$ 

The number of claims (initial and continued) received during November 
dropped 1+7*19^ from 79,095 in October to 1+1*768 in November. Each of the 
three types of claims (initial, compensable and waiting period) showed 
decreases from October of more than 14.0$. The November total was a decrease 
of 15.08$ from the November 1939 total for claims of these types. 

Agent State Claims Increase 28.18$ 

The only claims group in which November showed an increase over 
October was that listed as "Agent State Claims Received". Both initial and 
continued claims in this group showed increases - initial claims rising 
25.89$ and continued claims 28.63$ over the October totals. 

Liable State Claims Decrease Slightly 

A slight change was made in the number of Liable State Claims Received: 
initial claims decreasing 5*05$ and continued claims decreasing 9»29$« 
The November total of liable state claims decreased 12,30$ from the total 
for the same month of 1939* 

Initial Determinations Drop Sharply 

Consistent with the heavy decrease in the number of initial claims 
filed during November was the 144..66$ drop in the number of initial deter- 
minations made during the month. The number of these determinations 
allowing eligibility lacked 39»65$ of equaling the October figure while the 
number denying eligibility dropped 14.9.09$. The total number of initial 
determinations made during the month was 3#681 - 31*30$ fewer than during 
November 1939* 

Field Visits Increase 15*35$ 

With the continuing deorease in the claim load, more time was available 
for visits to prospective employers by the local office personnel. The 
number of these visits made during November totaled 1,135 to comprise an 
increase of 15*35$ over the October total. The November total lacked 19«S 
of equaling the November 1939 total. 
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New Applications During Month Top 26,000 

Largely due to the widely publicized mass hiring of workers through 
the Camp Blanding branch office of the Florida State Employment Service, by 
the contractors for this National Defense project, was the 1*0.86$ rise in 
the number of new applications made during November. The number of these 
applications increased from 18,578 in October to 26,16$ in November - the 
November total comprised an increase of 92.63$ over the November 1939 total 
for this activity. 

Renewals Continue to Decline 

With the increase in employment throughout the State, due to National 
Defense construction, incoming tourists and the beginning of the citrus 
season, a decrease in the number of renewals occurred in November. The total 
for October was 6,281 while the November total was only 5»087« 

Active File Rises 2.92$ 

The number of applications for employment in the active file of the 
Employment Service at the end of November totaled 76,lj8l - 2.92$ more than 
the 7i4-»3H at the end of October. The November total exceeded the November 
1939 total by 2.52$. 

Employer Orders Increased 15*32$ 

The number of employer orders increased from 3»068 in October to 3»538 
in November to show a percentage rise of 15.32. 

Placements Reach All-time High of 17,068 

TJith the inclusion of the 11,1+35 placements made at Camp Blanding during 
November the State total of placements reached the new all-time high of 
17,068. This total represented an increase of 113.83$ over the number of 
placements made during October and a jump of 2JL|1.56$ over the November 1939 
total. 

C laimant Placements Rise 29«0i|$ 

Probably due to the general increase in the number of placements was the 
increase in claimant placements which rose from 809 in October to 1,0141. in 
November - an increase of 29»0l^. The November total amounted' to 2^.68$ 
less than that of November 1939 • 

Veteran Placements Up 16.02$ 

The number of veterans placed in jobs by the Employment Service during 
November totaled 239 - an increase of 16.02$ over the October total. 

Agricultural Placements Drop Slightly 

The number of agricultural placements made during November totaled 27«

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Placements Surpass All Previous Records 

There were 17,068 jobs filled from the active files of the Florida^ 
State Employment Service during November. This increased placement activity- 
has been due largely to defense activity in the State, but at the same time, 
there has also been an increase in private placements over previous months. 

The l+,777 private placements for November exceeded the October figure 
by 1,527 or approximately hl%» The demand for citrus pickers and other 
workers connected with the citrus industry resulted in many placements through- 
out the citrus section. The Leesburg office made 1,081 private regular 
placements during the month with practically all of them being in the citrus 
industry. This was by far the largest volume of private placements reported 
by any one office during the period. Miami, with 530 private placements, 
came second with the placements representing a much broader coverage in both 
the industry and occupation classifications. The same holds true in Tampa 
where 1*77 private job openings were filled. Winter Haven took part in the 
filling of citrus openings and placed 383 applicants in private regular 
employment during the month. Jacksonville, although still concentrating 
heavily on furnishing workers for Camp Blanding, managed to fill 327 private 
job openings. The activity at Blanding is being treated separately beginning 
on page l6 of this Bulletin. 

In addition to the project at Blanding there was also considerable 
public placement work in Key YJest, Orlando, Tallahassee and Ttest Palm Beach. 
The Tallahassee office is furnishing all workers for the Air Base Project 
there and will probably reach a peak in this placement work during December. 

New Applications and Active File Continue to Rise 

TiiJhile it is true, without a doubt, that there are probably more workers 
holding jobs now than at any time during the past several months, it is 
interesting to note that the unemployment figures as represented by the active 
files of the various local offices are higher now than they were a year ago. 
This can be attributed to two main factors. In the first place, the fact 
that the employment service is filling all openings on many of the large 
defense projects has resulted in the filing of applications by many hundreds 
of workers who had not oalled upon the service previously. In addition, 
many applicants who had permitted their cards to become inactive returned to 
the offices for the purpose of renewing their applications. In the second 
place, if an accurate adjustment could be made it is highly probable that 
a sizeable reduction in the total file would result from the cancellation 
of duplicated registrations caused by the unavoidable shifting of applicants 
from one office area to another in an apparent effort to promote their job 
seeking campaign on several fronts. This condition should be eliminated to 
a great extent when the present emergency passes. 

The 26,169 new applications filed during November represented an increase 
over October of Ul% and over November, 1939 of 93$« The active file of 
76,U81 represented a % increase over October and a 2.5% increase over November 
of the previous year.

The placement of veterans for the month of November continued to increase, 
establishing a new high with 239 placements. This is 19.7$ of the total 
(1,212) for the eleven months, January through November, 19u0. 

The increase in placements is attributed mainly to the Jacksonville offioe 
which reports the Employment Service activities at Camp Blanding. This single 
project accounted for 81 of Jacksonville's 100 veteran placements.

FLORIDA RETAIL SALES SHOW INCREASE 

A release of the Bureau of the Census of the Department of Commerce, 
dated November 27, 191+0, showed retail sales in Florida stores in most kinds 
of business except department stores to be 18$ higher during October 
of this year than during the same month of 1939. For the year to date — 
10 months — sales were 15$ higher than for the same 10 months of 1939* 
Department store sales were lijjS higher for October and 12$ higher for the 
year to date than for the same periods of 1939. 

Increases were reported for the month for all. of the city-si z e groupings. 
The 29 stores in Jacksonville showed an average increase over Ootober of last 
year of 8$, Orlando stores were up 12$, and Miami and Tampa 17$. For the 
year to date, St. Petersburg led the State with an increase over 1939 of 23$. 
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EMPLOYMENT SERVICE ACTIVITY AT CAMP BLANDING 



The largest single Defense Project now being served by the Florida State 
Employment Service is the preparation and construction of the cantonment at 
Camp Blanding. When the work on this project first started a special office 
was set up on the Camp grounds for the use of the Florida State Employment 
Service. This office was used as the exclusive hiring agency by the contractor* 

Employment on this Project reached its peak during the month of November, 
when at one time approximately 20,000 men were working on the various units 
of construction. During November the Employment Office operating out of the 
Jacksonville Local Office and staffed with personnel brought in from other 
offices throughout the State, supplied 11,1+35 applicants to job openings there. 
All but 15 of these workers were placed directly with the contractors on the 
Camp Project. The 15 were placed with private employers in the vicinity of the 
Camp. The placements for November brought the total complete placements since 
the beginning of the work at Blanding to approximately 18,000. 

All of the placements made at the Camp have been men. The majority of 
the applicants placed during November were white. The age group 21 through 29 
accounted for approximately l+0?i of the total placements. Only 86 applicants 
of the total 11,3+35 were active claimants for Unemployment Compensation at the 
time of placement and there were only 15 veterans among the total men placed.

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In response to the call for workers at this project thousands of 
persons who had never previously made use of the Employment Service visited 
one or more of the local offices in order to file their applications. The 
result has been that even though nearly 18,000 jobs have teen filled during 
the past three months on this one project, the active file at the Jacksonville 
office, which includes registrations at Blanding, has increased greatly. This 
may he due partially to duplicate registrations hut the chief contributor has 
been the influx of new workers in search of a job on the Camp Project, 

Distribution of the placements in occupational groups is given in the 
accompanying pie-chart. Of the total placements made during November, 
7,693, or approximately 67$ fell in the unskilled group; among these were 
6,886 building construction laborers and 777 highway construction laborers. 
The other unskilled workers were distributed among pipe line, sewer and 
water works, cable and mechanics helper occupational classifications. Skilled 
workers accounted for 2,873, or approximately 26$ of the total placements. 
In this group construction carpenters accounted for 2,651, or approximately 
92$ of the total skilled group. Other skilled workers were distributed among 
occupations such as brick-layers, cement finishers, painters, crane and 
power shovel operators and construction foremen. There were 652 placements 
falling in the semi-skilled classification with the truck drivers accounting 
for the largest group. Other semi-skilled occupations included construction 
machinery operators, roofers and tractor operators. 

Although the actual employment at the Camp has reached its peak, a 
slight turn-over will continue as a result of replacements from time to 
time and it is anticipated that several hundred additional placements will 
be made before completion of the work.
